Washington, March 22— Consum­ 


ers today were advised to buy their 
sug ar on a hand to mouth basis by 
Representative Dillinger, Republican 
Mississippi in a letter to Secretary 
Hoover on tin* sug ar situation. 


Dillinger declared that the sharp 
increase in sug ar in the last 
two 
weeks looked to him as though spec­ 
ulators who were responsible for the 
high prices during the war were at 
work now. 
Prosecution of 
sug ar 
gamblers 
who were alleged to have driven the 
price of sug ar up three or four cents 
during the last few weeks were de­ 
manded of President Harding by the 
Peoples Leg islative Service. 
Some American refiners 
predict 
that, unless the present speculative 
movement is checked the price will 
go to 20 cents a pound in J une, the 
service said, adding. 
“ If this by true 
the 
American 
people will be robbed of $5 00,(MlO,- 
000 solely for the lK*ncfit 
of 
the 
sugar gamblers and profiteers.” 
The organization, headed, by Ba- 
-il Manley and backed by Senator 
Lafollette, sent a telegram t<* the

ARE NOT ILLEGAL 


R. C. Minton, Legal Advisor Of In- 


diana Prohibition Enforcement 


Officer .Gives An Opinion 


TRUSTEE RAISES QUESTION 


State Board Of Education Will Be

State Superintendent Says 


High schools possessing stills for 


use in chemistry classes ^cnn go on 
their courses, because they are not 
violating 'the state prohibition law, 
in the opinion of R. C. Minton, head 
o): the/legal department of the fed-; 
eral prohibition department in In- 
dinntu who was asked to express 
himself on the legality of tlia pra«-j 
(ice, when the question was raised, 
by a township trustee. 


E. G. Schumiiker, superintendent 


of (lie Indiana Anti-Saloon League, 
expressed the view Wednesday that 
the use of the stills was clearly a 
violation of the Indiana dry law, 
but was contradicted by Mr. Min- 
ton. 


"No one can lie convicted for vi- 


olatioii of the prohibition law by 
merely possesing a still," Mr. Mlii- 
ton explained. 
"Sec. 2 of the In- 


diana law do'os 
provide 
that the 


possession of a still is prima facie 
evidence ili.it the holder is violating 
the prohibition law, but in order to 
obtain a eonvicilion other evidence 
must be presented proving that the 
still was used for the mamifarfm'C 
of "itovicafing liquor."
